Administrative  highlights— 1971-1972: 

On  April  1,  1971,  Dr.  Douglas  Adamson  became  the  superintend- 
ent of  schools  for  the  Southern  Berkshire  Regional  School  District. 

For  the  1971-1972  school  year;  the  school  committee  appointed 
department  heads:  Mrs.  Barbara  Rhoades— English  department  9- 
12;  Miss  Marion  Garrahan— language  arts  5-8;  Mr.  James  Herlihy— 
social  studies  department  9-12;  Mr.  Bernard  Fryc— social  studies 
department  5-8;  Mr.  Harold  Halliday— physical  education  depart- 
ment 5-12;  Mr.  Wayne  Eline— science  department  5-12.  As  depart- 
ment heads  these  faculty  members  co-ordinate  courses,  improve 
courses  of  study,  work  out  the  budgets  for  their  departments,  and 
order  materials  used  in  their  departments . 

Mr.  Thomas  Consolati  was  appointed  pupil  personnel  director  by 
the  school  committee.  Pupil  personnel  services  are  non-instruction- 
al, professional  school  services  available  to  students.  These  services 
include   educational    and   vocational   quidance   counseling;    health, 


speech,  and  hearing  correction;  and  attendance  services.  Mr.  Conso- 
lati's  job  is  to  plan,  organize,  supervise,  and  evaluate  the  multi-fac- 
eted activies  of  pupil  personnel  programs. 

Under  the  Emergency  Employment  Act,  Mr.  John  K.  Campbell 
has  joined  the  administration;  he  has  been  appointed  educational 
planner  for  the  school  district  and  will  work  directly  with  the  super- 
intendent, principals,  faculty,  students,  and  the  community  in  plan- 
ning all  phases  of  education— including  formal  school  curriculum, 
adult  education,  and  community  education.

The  occupational  educational  program  con- 
sists of  three  main  courses:  maintenance  serv- 
ice, building  structures,  and  business  educa- 
tion. Mr.  Shiminski  supervises  the  entire  pro- 
gram. Teachers  of  the  three  departments  are 
Mr.  Sellew,  Mr.  Doyle,  Mrs.  Cohen,  Mrs. 
Storti,  Mrs.  Brigham,  Miss  Charest,  Mr.  Mi- 
chael, Mr.  Rutledge,  Mr.  Gauthier,  and  Mr. 
Consolati. 

This  program  provides  an  alternative  pro- 
gram to  students  who  are  not  interested  in  col- 
lege preparatory  courses.  It  gives  students  in 
the  program  a  wide  choice  of  opportunities  for 
the  future. 

Some  of  the  skills  which  are  taught  are  sur- 
veying, carpentry,  secretarial,  clerical,  me- 
chanical, and  electrical.  Two  projects  associat- 
ed with  the  teaching  of  these  skills  this  year 
have  been  the  remodeling  of  the  North  Egre- 
mont  school  and  the  construction  of  the  sixth 
building  structures  house.  Also,  twenty-one 
students  visited  Valcourt,  Quebec,  to  observe 
the  manufacturing  process  of  Ski-doo  snow- 
mobiles. 

Occupational  Education  has  proven  to  be  a 
success  at  Mount  Everett.  The  program  gives 
students  a  chance  for  a  meaningful  education, 
and  has  effectively  decreased  the  drop-out  rate 
among  Mount  Everett  students.

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AURIGAN'S  FIRST  ART 
COMPETITION: 

Art  classes  under  Mr.  Simanek  have  been 
displaying  (in  the  showcase  window  next  to 
Room  11)  some  very  well-executed  works  by 
student  artists.  It  was  decided,  for  the  1972 
AURIGAN,  that  a  type  of  art  work,  stress- 
ing design  and  .executed  in  accordance  with 
reproduction  specifications,  would  be  fea- 
tured in  this  art  section.  Then  it  was  decided 
that  a  yearbook  art  competition  could  be 
easily  incorporated.  A  grand  prize,  a  1972 
AURIGAN,  would  be  awarded  for  the 
"best"  design. 

From  a  collection  of  approximately  900 
drawings  executed  by  students  in  grades 
ten,  eleven,  and  twelve,  twenty  that  met  de- 
sign criteria  "best"  were  selected  and  ren- 
dered for  reproduction.  Then  a  team  of  four 
"unbiased"  judges  were  directed  to  choose, 
and  place  in  rank  order,  three  "ultra-best" 
designs. 

We  feel  that  all  the  designs  presented  here 
deserve  "awards,"  but  the  judges  liked  espe- 
cially the  designs  by  Clem  Robins  (for  the 
dramatic  shadow),  by  d'Arcy  Ries  (for  free- 
dom and  abandon),  by  Julie  Edelman  (for 
"literal"  representation),  by  Gerry  Benjamin 
(for  dynamic  movement),  by  Geoffrey  Piper 
(for  primitive  effect),  by  Mr.  Simanek  (for 
graceful  simplicity),  and  by  Betsy  Cary  (for 
anatomical  imagination). 

Pat  Cassidy's  snow  plus  snow,  admired 
by  the  judges  for  its  elegant  simplicity  of 
concept,  was  named  winner  of  the  1972 
AURIGAN  Art  Competition's  "grand 
prize."  Thereafter,  her  "snow  plus  ..." 
was  selected  by  the  editors  to  become  the 
cover  design  for  this  yearbook. 


Three  afternoons  a  week,  sixty 
students,  grades  seven  through 
twelve,  gather  to  form  the  Mount 
Everett  Concert  Band.  Conducted 
by  Mr.  Wartella,  the  concert  band 
rehearses  music  ranging  from  lively 
marches  to  light  classics.  This  band 
participates  annually  in  the  pops 
concerts,  arts  festivals,  commence- 
ment ceremonies  at  Mount  Everett, 
and  the  arts  festival  at  Monument 
Mountain  High  School.  It  also  per- 
forms for  an  audience  at  the  Great 
Barrington  Nursing  Home.  A  few 
of  the  more  accomplished  members 
represent  the  school  in  the  All- 
County  Band.  From  the  concert 
band,  sub-organizations  are 
formed.    They   are   the   marching 


band,  the  stage  band,  and  the  var- 
ious pep  bands.  The  marching  band 
performs  halftime  shows  at  foot- 
ball games,  including  a  one  night 
show  in  Madison,  Connecticut,  and 
participates  in  many  parades 
throughout  the  year— including  the 
annual  Halloween  parade  in  Great 
Barrington,  the  four  Memorial  Day 
parades  in  the  Southern  Berkshire 
Regional  School  District,  and  the 
annual  Laurel  Festival  parade.  The 
pep  band  helps  with  cheering  at  the 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball 
games  at  the  school  pep  rallies.  Of- 
ficers: Paul  Milligan— president, 
Geoffrey  Piper— vice-president,  Jo- 
Anne  Real— secreatary-treasurer.
